ctober month special significance 
Free China. For one thing the anniver- 
sary the Revolution 1911 falls October 
10. was this revolution which toppled the 
oldest monarchy Asia and its stead 
the youngest republic this side the Pacific. 
second memorable date October President 
Chiang Kai-shek’s birthday October 31, his 


seventieth this year. Offhand, would 


that they are two separate events, but actually 
together they tell the Chinese people’s valiant 
struggle for modernization and independence and 
its national leader’s life-long dedication the 
Republic China’s cause and its people’s wel- 
fare. 

was often thought that all Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
did was sparkplug the Revolution 1911 and 
bring about the downfall-of the decadent Man- 
chu Dynasty. did much more than that. For 
had outlined for the Chinese nation definite 
program which envisages the rise modern 
nation that not only independent but also dem- 
ocratically-run and has high standard liv- 


ing. All three aims may somewhat com- 


monplace today, but they were definitely revolu- 
tionary ideas half century ago. That was Dr. 
Sun’s vision, which remains great challenge 
all Free Chinese today, especially now that the 
Chinese Communists have seized power the 
mainland and turned into Soviet satellite, 
dictatorship and vast slave labor camp. 

Writers could easily tempted liken the 
Revolution 1911 the American Revolution 
1776. True, there was great deal common 
between the two. The latter, however, was pri- 
marily War Independence the colonies 
against the mother country, while the former 
revolution the full sense the word. For 


the Revolution 1911 represented three-in-one 
attempt win for the Chinese nation not only 
independence its relations with other nations, 
but also political New Deal that the peorle 
would the masters, also mild form 
socialist economy which the tillers would 
land. and private enterprise would allow- 
exist side side with state capital mar- 
shalled speed China’s industrialization. 
certainly could not the kind state 
fairs which the Chinese Communists have per- 
petrated the mainland, where the Red regime 
has become nothing but vassal the 
where the farmers received land one day 
have taken away from them the next day 
collectivized, where private enterprise, now 
largely “jointly operated” with the Communist 
satrap the senior partner, marked for ex- 
tinction matter few more years, and 
where the light freedom has been snuffed. 
When Dr. Sun died 1925, enjoined his 
surviving comrades carry the struggle for 
the revolutionary cause. One the 
who took Dr. Sun’s deathbed command heart 
was President Chiang, then still youthful 
lutionary trying whip bunch zealots into 
military officers Whampoa near Canton. 
Today, just impossible talk about 
the Revolution 1911 without mentioning Dr. 
Sun, it-is impossible talk about the 
period without recounting President Chiang’s con- 
tributions and achievements. was who led 
the Northern Expedition unify the country 
1926-1927. was who initiated the best 
years China’s modern history 1927-1937, 
decade known for its material rebuilding and 
spiritual rebirth. was who the na- 
tion resist Japanese aggression for eight long 
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years 1937-1945. was who launched the 
Republic China constitutional government 
1947-1948. Had not been for President 
Chiang’s determination and foresight making 
Taiwan base, the Republic China would 
have experienced greater difficulties carrying 
the fight against Communism and Commu- 
nists. 

Free China stands out beacon hope 
all Chinese who refuse Soviet slaves 
Communist stooges. They are not confined 
those now the island Taiwan, nor even 
confined those living foreign lands. Vast 
numbers suffering Chinese the mainland 
must feel deep down their hearts that just

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Suez and Its Implications 


present Suez dispute between England 
and France the one hand and Egypt 
the other the world’s gravest crisis since 
the Korean War. this goes press, the 
disputants over this boiling issue seem have 
sufficiently cooled down remove any im- 
mediate possibility war. However, unless 
equitable solution can found, the gravity 
the world situation growing out the present 
dispute and its complications will remain undi- 
minished even war could avoided mo- 
mentarily. 

Nasser was either fool ignoramus 
when sought counter the Anglo-French 
moves with appeal for help from the Russians. 
Anyone with elementary knowledge his- 
tory will know how eagerly the Russians have 
been attempting penetrate southland, 
especially the region Middle and Near 
East. the Czarist days, innumerable at- 
tempts have been made the Russians 
penetrate this area. far England and, 
lesser degree, France and, quite recently, the 
United States have been the chief deterrents 
Russia’s southward expansion. Nasser’s invita- 
tion Moscow help defend the canal 
godsend the land-hungry Soviet imperialists. 
There question their accepting. The 
only question how stop them from grab- 
bing the canal for themselves. 

For Nasser has sown the wind and shall reap 
the whirlwind. cannot betray his country’s 
interests and those the Arabian nations friend- 
traitor heart. For the Russians are great 
believers the French proverb: “J’y suis, j’y 

-reste.” purchase the Czech arms 
looked innocent enough the first glance. But 


the large numbers technicians and advisers 
that came with the arms shipments show 
the Egyptians how handle the new weapons 
will given time, take over 
control the Egyptian armed fofces. Nasser 
got his arms bargain price, and bartered 
for them with surplus coiton which found 
difficult sell the world market. This, too, 
looked innocent enough. But when this 
considered together with the barter agreements 
Nasser has made with the Chinese Communists 
and other Russian satellites, amounts let- 
ting the Communists monopolize Egypt’s cotton, 
her main revenue-producing item. due course 
Egypt will find that control her finance and 
economic power has slipped away 
hands. asking Russian pilots come take 
the place the European pilots that have left 
the service the Suez Canal, Nasser plant- 
ing his own home and with his own hands 
Soviet agents who could easily take over control 
the waterway for Moscow emergency. 
With the canal her hands, Russia’s control 
Egypt’s financial, economic military 
power would complete. Nasser could not 
more for the Russians even were planted 
his place special agent for them. 

equitable solution may yet found that 
will both satisfy the Egyptians’ aspirations and 
protect the interests Britain and France, 
though such possibility remote. For the 
impasse, have one thank but Sir 
Anthony Eden, the opposite number 
present dispute.

generous and give Nasser treaty substan- 


tially the same the formula evolved Secre- 
tary Dulles the first 18-nation conference 
held London. such quick, bold, and 
decisive move, Eden could have saved vital 
waterway for Britain and earned for himself 
feather his cap. 

Instead, spent days and weeks making 
threatening gestures, trying work en- 
thusiasm for the support tottering empire 
with arguments which hardly appealed even 
his fellow countrymen. can still fight for 
it, but the situation now vastly more 
cated and there little chance for quick 
victory. The British people, however, know the 
Suez. one those places that easy 
take but hard garrison. This consideration 
might have slowed down Eden’s hand. Whatever 
is, Eden has lost opportunity render 
signal service his own country and the free 
world large. 

this writing 18-nation conference 
being held London. reported that the 
United States government going supply 
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dollar funds for sudsidizing Western Europe 
purchase American oil. best this tem- 
porary palliative. will not oil pro- 
blem for Europe long run. Nor will 
solve other economic ills Western Europe that 
may grow out from the loss the canal. Econo- 
mic sanctions against Egypt are being mention- 
ed. They should introduced immediately 
show the world’s condemnation Nasser’s hasty 
acts.

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Why the Bamboo Ranks High 
Chinese Art

spite their all bamboos 

have one admirable quality uniformity: 
they and straight, yet hollow inside 
not they have tender 
green leaves, pure enough exalted things 
celestial; and they are unbending the wind 
and rain and firm against the snow and frost. 
Figuratively, the bamboo possesses all the virtues 
that are commonly found 
is, therefore, looked upon with favor the 
Chinese scholars. Many literary men have taken 
bamboo painting and even compared them- 
selves the bamboo self evaluation. 

That scholars China invariably loved bam- 
boos more than anything else may illustrated 
celebrated man letters, calligrapher and artist 
the Sung Dynasty. once said, can 
contented with meal without meat, but not 
house without bamboos around.” (And was 
famous “meat-eater” whose Tung-po meat re- 
mains today one the dainties Chinese cui- 
sine.) Because its high qualities the bamboo 
has been personified “the gentleman.” That, 
perhaps, accounts for the old saying: “One can- 
not live gentlemanly witbout the indispensable 
companion, bamboo.” poetry has often 
been referred “the companion the gen- 
tleman.” 

Chinese paintings have been classified 
follows: 

(1) Mountains and streams (landscape) 
_(2) Persons (portraits) 
(3) Birds, animals and. flowers 


(4) Bamboos and stones 
The last-mentioned has been deemed the high- 


est form Chinese art, because closely 


related the art handwriting (calligraphy), 
Chiu-szu the Yuan Dynasty for- 
mulated his theory bamboo painting fol- 
lows: 

“In bamboo-drawing, every skill calli- 
graphy will have demonstrated: you will 
require the skill 
draw the stems; the skill writing 
‘running hand’ draw the branches 
and twigs; and the skill writing ‘down- 
stroke’ ‘square hand’ draw the 
drawing, one has master calligraphy 
the same time.” 

Pei Chu-I the celebrated poet the 
Tang nasty, remarked one his verses: 
are hard draw— 
Many tried, but few succeeded.” 


Ching Dynasty, said the art bamboo 
painting: 

may add finishing touch two 
the mountains and streams, trees and rocks 
you draw, make them look real; and colors 
the birds and flowers, make them look 
pretty, but you can none these things 
bamboo painting. You have succeed 
fail, literally, with one stroke of. the pen.” 
has been said that master painters bam- 

boos are, rule, men excellent character, 
for none falling short that can very far 
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this branch art. Ching Tung-hsin 
the Ching Dynasty commented picture 
bamboos follows: 


“Since the time the Tang and the Sung 
Dynasties, most painters bamboo; have pre- 
ferred black and white colors. Only men 
lofty mind and high character could. have 
achieved certain degree excellence, but 
none the inferior artists have ever succeeded. 
The bamboo has been treated Chinese litera- 
ture one the three friends—the other 
two being the pine-tree and the plum blossom— 
symbolize the friendship that 
hardships cold winter. Pictures bamboos 
have been highly appreciated, because them 
the personality the artist that speaks.” 


For more than one thousand years ‘since the 
Tang Dynasty, have not had more than 
twenty successful painters bamboos. them 
the following are the most prominent:

According the law governing the appoint- 
ment civil servants, promulgated January, 
1954, wanting government 
service must either pass certain examinations 
fulfill certain requirements prescribed the 
Ministry Personnel. Because their 
standard education and lack experience, 
mountain youths are not placed the same 
footing with the people the plains regard 
examinations and qualifications. Special ex- 
aminations are conducted for them. The Pro- 
vincial Government gave such examination 
August 24, 1956 which only mountain 
people were eligible.

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Primary Education 


Primary education compulsory Free 
China. There exception the case 
the tribal children. There are one two model 
primary schools every and primary 
branch schools and special classes 
all villages. textbooks are supplied free 
charge. For the mountain students, the Depart- 
ment Education the Provincial Government 
has provided special textbooks somewhat different 
from, and simpler than, those used ordinary 
Chinese primary schools, suit their different 
environment. Adults, men and women, who did 
not have any opportunity receive education 
the past are given short courses special 
Through years constant efforts, the Gov- 
ernment has made considerable progress 
field. 1945, there were 148 schools with 
enrollment 14,652 students. the end 
1955, the number schools has been gradually 
but steadily increased 225 with enrollment 
19,234 students. For adults, there were 
special classes with enrollment 2,880 
the end 1955, there were 243 short 
course classes with enrollment 9,643. 


IV. Secondary and Vocational Education 


According investigations, only mountain 
students received high school education during 
-the years Japanese occupation. Afte: the 
retrocession this island, the Provincial Gov- 
ernment took measures encourage the mountain 
students further their education either 
middle schools vocational schools providing 
them with facilities such exemption from 
tuition, free board and lodging, and free supply 
textbooks and stationery. From 1946 1955, 
total 1,962 primary school graduates have 
beea sent middle vocational schools. Short 
courses vocational education have been con- 
ducted different mountain regions Yinan, 
Taitung, Pintung and the end 
1955; total 2,298 students completed voca- 
tional training.

Besides short course classes, 
educational authorities have adopted other meas- 
ures educate the masses. from 
the Education are sent various 
mountain regions they make public speeches 
national affairs, health and productive work. 
Educational movies are often shown the vil- 
lages. Publications are distributed free charge. 
Orations Kuoyu, athletic meets and dances are 
held the schools. 


VI. Health 


every there health station with 
three full-time doctors and two nurses, and 
nearly every village there clinic with as- 
sistant doctor and midwife. There are alto- 
gether health stations and 167 clinics. 
fore 1953, medical supplies were given free 


charge. Since then, fee cents one 


collected from every patient because 


the financial conditions the mountain people 
have been greatly improved. The health stations 
have taken improve the health 
the people, through vaccination and anti-cholera 
and anti-typhoid injections. short course 
medical training has been conducted several 
centers the mountain administrative areas. 
June 1956, a,total 478 persons com- 
these medical measures, the death rate declin- 
ing from year year. During the years 
war from 1937 1945, the average number 
annual births was 3,830 while the number 
deaths was 4,930. the Chinese Gov- 
ernment took over, through the improvement 
health conditions, the annual death rate dropped 
jrom the average number 4,930 1945 
2,081 1955, while the annual birth rate in- 
creased from the average number 3,830 
1945 6,658 1955.

total 196,445 hectares land has been re- 
served for the mountain people. They can build 
houses, grow grain, raise livestock, and fell trees 
for timber within the confines the reserved 
lands. land tax levied, and only stamp 
tax collected from the people. order 
protect their land rights, the Provincial Govern- 
ment issued regulations forbidding dealings the 
sale, mortgage, exchange and donation these 
reserved lands between the mountain people and 
the people the plains. 

Irrigation works—During the years 
Japanese occupation, irrigation work was done 
for the mountain people. They were the victims 
either drought flood. Famine was com- 


mon occurrence. Since 1945, the Provincial 


Government has spent considerable amount 
money conservatioh water resources and 
land reclaimation. the last years, 332 irriga- 
tion projects have been completed, irrigating 
additional 2,814 hectares land. 

Cooperatives—The Provincial Government 
has since 1953 helped the mountain tribes 


establish cooperatives. They can obtain what 
they .want from the cooperatives lower prices, 
and sell what they produce through the coopera- 
tives fair piices. The cooperatives also take 
charge processing native products and export- 
ing them. 

mountain people are being taught how breed 
silkworms, raise livestock, and grow vegetables, 
hemp, jute, pineapples, bananas and other fruits.

IX. Farming Implements 
and Expansion Area Cultivation

cultivation has been greatly expanded. 1950, 
there were 2,796 hectares paddy fields, 12,258 
hectares dry land and 919 hectares slope 
land placed under cultivation, These figures 
were raised 3,682, 14,082, and 2,330 respec- 
tively, 1955. 


Promction Reforestation 


The mountain people are encouraged en- 
gage reforestation. According the regula- 
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tions promulgated the Provincial Government 
1951, mountain slopes more than degrees 
which are not suitable for agriculture should 
planted with trees. Every village 
should plant forest not less hectares 
area and plant less than 100 square me- 
ters seedlings. Expenditures involved this 
project sre provided the local governments. 
1951, there were 25,524 hectares land 
planted with 1,675,700 seedlings and 1,201.1850 
hectares forest land with 3,592,326 trees. 
the end 1955, 84,245 hectares land 
cultivated with 10,109,400 seedlings and 9,296.- 
1200 hectares were planted with 29,026,- 


233 trees. 


XI. Exemption Taxes 


The mountain people are, stated above, 


exempt from payment taxes, and are only re- 


quired pay stamp tax. All expenditures in- 
volved the administration schools and the 
maintenance and village offices 
well scholarships for mountain students 
studying normal, middle and vocational schools 
are provided the Provincial Government. The 
maintenance the mountain administrative areas 
cost the provincial treasury 
1949.

for the workers themselves, but their dependents 
had pay 50% the medical expenses incur- 
red. spite back-breaking work all the year 
round, wife and togéther hardly earned 
enough make both ends meet. With the educ- 
tion wages due sick leaves, medicines and 
doctors’ consultation fees, the situation was sim- 
ply tragic. There were special regulations 
ing deduction wages for leaves and unauthor- 
ized absences.

People here seemed able endure much 
more hardship than could. After day’s work, 
could hardly move.

Democracy glorifies individual dignity. But 
you add “People’s” top it, then the mean- 
ing would change completely.

The Government here has instructed Chiang 
Un-kai, Charge d’Affaires Saigon, 
express its deep concern about the recent change 
Vietnamese nationality law and request 
the Vietnamese Government exercise cau- 
tion dealing with the matter. 

Vice Foreign Minister Chou Shu-kai, 
statement issued September said that the 


Chinese Government “feels very much concerned 


about this change the tnamese nationality 
law affecting the nationality almost miilion 
Chinese residents.” “In view the existing 
friendly relations between the Republic Viet- 
nam and China, and the unity their anti- 
Communist Chou “it believed 
that earnest efforts can made both sides 
find reasonable solution this problem 
that the Communists will not afforded 
opportunity alienate these friendly relations 
the detriment both countries.” 

The Vietnamese issued procla- 
mation August 21, 1956, revising certain 
provisions the Vietnamese nationality law 
regard the nationality the Chinese nation- 
als residing Vietnam. This proclamation 
provides that all Chinese who were born 
Vietnam shall considered citizens

Chou added that Charge d’Affaires Chiang

Years Sins Crimes 


Collective leadership and denunciation 
man’s cult notwithstanding, the brief history 
the Chinese Communist party 
two Red historians, Hsiao Yi-ping and Chang 
Kung, entrusts the fate the Red party one 
man, Mao Tse-tung. When the leadership 
securely Mao’s hands, the party succeeds; 
whenever Mao loses the grip, the party falters, 
the authors say. 

The Communist party was able come into 
being 1921 mainly because “there appeared 
China the revolutionary intellectuals who 
embraced the Communist thinking, represen- 
ted Ta-chao and Mao Tse-tung,” 
and Chang declare. 

the second party congress held 1922, 
ignored the leadership exercised the 
proletariat because Mao was not sitting the 
chambers. But the third congress 1923 made 
big step forward because comrade Mao “was 
elected member the Central Committee.” 

The fourth congress 1925 failed give due 
“attention the land problem and the issue 
establishing revolutionary armed force” owing 
the conspicuous absence Mao 
The fifth congress 1927 was worse 
handed the party entirely Chen Tu-hsiv. The 
authors angrily declare, “Comrade Mao took patt 
the congress, but Chen was treating the 
party his own family, Comrade Mao was 
completely barred from the congress leadership. 
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His voting right was revoked.” 

This, course, led “the miserable defeat 

the first national revolutionary war,” the 
authors declare. 
the sixth congress passed many resolu- 
tions Moscow 1928, the leadership fell into 
the hands the “leftists.” But had the good 
fortune electing Mao Tse-tung member 
the Central Committee, the ‘jubilant authors 
point rebellious and dissenting Mao Tse- 
tung was described only able develop 
the correct phases the congress line action 
but even going further solve many problems 
which the congress failed solve was not 
able solve correctly.”
